.(Continued  from  Rage  1) 
that  education  “cannot  remain 
-aloof  from  the  religious  atti¬ 
tude”  but  at  the  same  time 
must  preserve  separation  of 
Church  and  State. 

“The  separation  of  Churlch 
and  State  in  the  United  Stages 
really  is  a  symbolic  way  lof 
represneting  the  ”  essential 
'apartness'  of  major  institutions 
as  basic  to  a  democratic  w^ 
ol  me,”  he  said.  “Our  effoi-ts 
to  keep  both  religion  and  edu¬ 
cation  apart  from  economic  and 
political  control,  or  the  author 
Ity  of  highly-placed  familU-s.
